1. This communication is in response to applicant's 08/29/2005 amendment in the 
application of Tamura for a "Cell search method in CDMA capable of carrying out a cell search 
processing at a high speed" filed 09/13/2000, This appUcation claims priority to Japan 
Application No. 11-260461 filed 9/14/1999. The proposed amendments has been entered and 
made of record. Claims 1, 4-5, 7, 9, 1 1 have been canceled per applicant's request, and claims 
2-3, 6, 8, 10, 12 have been amended. The claims have been amended to include the allowable 
subject matter set forth in the office action mailed on 04/30/2004.
